GOVERNMENT PAI 
TLE ATTENTION 
TD REGENT ATTACKS 


Spanish Ministry Calm Amid 
Campaign of Cleri¢als in 
Attempt to Stop Progress 
of Present Reform. 


IS QUESTION OF DAY 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
MADRID—The burning question of the 


day is the conflict between the church 
and the state, and an official statement 
has been published on the subject, stating 
that: “The campaign of the Spanish 
ultra Catholics against the recent meas- 
ures taken by the government defining 
the religious congregations recognized 
by it and the atatus of religions other 
than the Roman Catholic religion has not 
up to the present received much atten- 
tion in official circles. The violence of 
the language employed by the govern- 
ment’s opponents, as, for instance, the 
protest by the ladies of Seville, in which 
Senor Canalejas, the premier, is com- 


pared to the Roman Emperor Diocletian ; 
the public prayers imploring the Al- 
mighty to have merey upon Spain; and 
the proposed procession with the re- 
muins of St. Isidore, the patron saint 
of Madrid, after the model of that of 
gome yearea nyo, when there was a 
lamentable drought, have small effect 
beyond provoking satirical comment, 
The government is resolved not to allow 
itself to be influenced by these demon- 
strations. Tt will merely take steps to 
keep them in check, |The calm manner 
in which the government’ confronted the 
haughty tone and intervention of the 
prelates in the civil sphere clearly shows 
the attitude which the ministry has de- 
cided to adopt. 

“More importance is attached in of: 
ficial circles to the reserve shown by 
Fonor Maura, the leader of the Con: 
eervative party, and the Conservatives 
generally, In fact, Senor Sanchez de 
Toca of the Conservative Right, in his 
recent speech in the Senate, refrained 
from pushing home his criticisms against 
the religious policy of the government 
and from expressing his approval of the 
ultra Catholic campaign, 

“The danger lies, however, in the pos- 
sibility that, seeing the uselessness from 
the practical standpoint of the campaign 
which they have undertaken, the real 
authors, who are, in the views of the 
government, the Curia and the Papal 
Nuncio, Mgr. Vico, may be tempted to 
have recourse to other means, which 
would oblige the government to turn 
aside from the attitude of tolerant 
acepticism which it has hitherto adopted, 
The attacks of the foreign newspapers 
supporting the Vatican even against the 
person of the King and the veiled threats 
of the prelates give rise to this danger.”

NATIONS oHUULD 
TREAT EAGH OTHER

Dr. Butler Declares Same 
Fair Dealing Should Pre- 
vail as Does Between Man 
and Man. 


THE FISHERIES CASE 


(Special to The Mon!tor.) 
LONDON—Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 


president of Columbia University, New 
York, and an honorary graduate of Ox: 
ford, Cambridge, St. Andrews and Man: 
chester universities, and also president 
of the United States Association for In 
ternational Conciliation, delivered 4 
speech at the Westminster Palace hotel 
recently, where he was the guest of « 
number of those who are specially inter. 
ested in the question of international 
friendship. 

In the course of his apeech, Dr. Butles 
declared that there was no valid reason 


why the treatment of one nation by 
another should not be based on the same 
principles of equity, fair dealings, justive, 
courtesy and respect applied by indivicd- 
ual members of a civilized nation to each 
other. These principles, he said, were 
being illustrated by the British and 
American nations, who had submitted to 
a court of justice the dispute about fish- 
ery rights which had caused turmoil for 
a century. This was the first time that 
two great powers had submitted such a 
dispute, not merely to arbitration, but 
to a court of arbitral justice, which 
would decide it, not by compromise, but 
by the settled principles of equity in 
jurisprudence. 

He further declared that it would be 
extremely difficult so to rouse public 
feeling in this country or the United 
States in future controversies, as to pre- 
vent this precedent from being followed. 
It was 15 years ago that the first pro- 
posal of disarmament was made at @ 
conference held at The Hague, and, he 
said, we should be celebrating the one 
hundredth anniversary of the Rush- 
Bagot agreement, whereby the British 
and American governments had agreed 
to limit their naval forces on each of the 
Great lakes between Canada and the 
United States to one 400-ton ship with 
an 18-pound gun. Was it possible, he 
asked, to bring our general national poli- 
cies up to the leveu of that splendid 
achievement ? 

Several other gentlemen spoke, among 
whom were Lord Courtney, who main» 
tained that national independence was 
right and admirable but did not deserve 
so much attention aa the development 
of interdependence among nations, bind- 
ing them together as equals.

The successful tria! of a class-qualifi- 
cation tournament by the Montclair Golf 
Club will it is hoped lead to similar 
competitions elsewhere. Open or invita- 
tion tournaments as a rule are only at- 
tractive to players able to make the 
first two or three sixteens. In other 
words only the 48 players who can make 
the 48 lowest scores cin qualify. Some 
few duffers who have played better 
than they know how get in among play- 
ers of greater skill only to last a single 
round, while all the others are com- 
pelled to pack up their belongings and 
wander home. 

The Montclair idea is a step in ad- 
vance of the Pinehurst method. A field 
of 100 players was divided into four 
equal groups in accordance with handi- 
cap certification from club secretaries. 
This provided about 25 players in each 
class, of whom only 16 could qualify. 
The divisions came as follows: 

First flight, scratch to 7 handicap, 
second flight 8 to 


10 handicap, third 
flight 11 to 15 handicap, and fourth 
flight 16 and higher handicap. 

For the purpose of the competition 
each group was virtually a separate 
tournament in itself. No player could 
make any other 16 than the one in 
which his handicap entitled him to play, 
and he had to be among the 16 lowest 
scores in his group to qualify. 

Players failing to qualify were called 
“down and out” and entitled to qualify 
for two cups in groups of eight at handi- 
ecap match play. This was necessary to 
adjust the differences in class, for the 
down and outs were the leftovers from 
all four divisions. 

This advance classification of players 
of course involves some additional work 
for the tournament committee, but if en- 
tries are arbitrarily limited to players 
who present proper certificates from their 
club secretaries there need be no diffi- 
culty, as any unfairness in classifica- 
tion would be more a reflection on the 
club entering the player than on the 
committee accepting the certification as 
correct. 

In the Montclair tournament all entries 
not rated in the Metropolitan Golf As- 
sociation ‘ list were accompanied by a 
statement of the player's best three 
cards and the par of the course. From 
this the committee made its own rat-

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COLONEL ROOSEVELT 
pOFETS MA. PINHOT 
AT NEW YORK TODAY 


NEW YORK—When Colonel Roosevelt 
arrived at his offices in the Outlook 
building today he found Gifford Pinchot 
and Marshall Stimpson, president of the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt League of Los Angeles, 
waiting there for him. 

“Well, well; here are my two anar- 
chistic friends again,” he shouted, grasp- 
ing them by the hand and “pump-han- 
dling’ them warmly. He drew both into 
his office, where they made an extended 
visit. Mr. Stimpson wants tlie colonel 
to make a trip to the Pacific coast next 
fall. 

tt wae announeed that Herbert Knox 
Rimith, commissioner of corporations, 
would visit the colonel, thie afternoon, 
Congresaman William < Hownett of this 
eity and Charles N. Fowler of New Jer: 
acy moet in the elevator en route to the 
eolonel’s office, A delegation of Maeon 
((ia,) residents, headed by FE. W. Stet- 
eon, preaident of the City National Bank, 
Wi, BE. Dunwoody and Harry Mtilwell Hd: 
warde called and asked Colonel Toosevelt 
to vielt Macon thie fall and make a 
apeech, They told him the Republican 
party Waa gaining strength in Georgia 
and that a speech from him would be 
very valuable, Mr. Roosevelt sald he 
would consider the matter, 

After Moaars, Pinchot and Mtimpaon left 
Mr. Hoosevelt's office, Mr. Atimpaon made 
the follawing statements 

“(iifferd Pinchot will leave for Cal: 
ifornia tomorrow where he will go on the 
atump for dfiram Johnaon, the Lineeln: 
Roosevelt candidate for Governor of that 
atate, We laid before Colonel Roosevelt 
the eritien! condition ef the Republican 
party in California and explained te him 
that Mr, dohnaon waa the progressive 
candidate, Charlea }, Curry and Alden 
Anieraon are rival candidates for the 
Republican nemination for Governor and 
have the suppert of the Republican ma: 
chine, Governor’ Gillett will not be a 
candidate for reelection, Colonel Roose: 
velt did not give ua any apparent sign 
of support in our fight,” 

Although emphasizing tho last sen: 
tence of hia atdtement, Stimpson said 
he had had a fine visit and was well 
repaid for the trip across the continent, 

While Mr. Pinchot was in Mr, Roose- 
velt's office it developed that the colonel 
expected a visit today from Francis J, 
Heney, the San Francisco graft prose- 
cutor. In explanation of his California 
trip Mr. Pinchot said that he planned « 
number of speeches, En route West Mr. 
Pinchot will make a speech before the 
Knife and Fork Club of Kansas City, 
July 15. This is the club before which 
Speaker Cannon some months ago made 
a bitter attack upon the insurgents in 
the House. Mr, Pinchot said he would 
talk conservation to the Kansas Cityians. 


Expect Governor Hughes 
to Oppose Loeb Candidacy 


NEW YORK—When Governor Hughes 
reaches Sagamore Hill tonight for his 
conference with Colonel Roosevelt, he is 


expected to announce that he does not 
favor the nomination of William Loeb, 
Jr., for Governor, whose candidacy was 
tacitly arranged at the Beverly confer- 
ence with President Taft Monday. His 
conference with the former President is 
likely to be interesting, inasmuch as Mr. 
Loeb had the “O. K.” of both Mr. Roose- 
velt and President Taft. Governor 
Hughes is expected to tell Colonel Roose- 
velt that he is opposed to Mr. Loeb be- 
cause he has been too friendly to the 
old line machine bosses and may insist 
that Colonel Roosevelt head off the 
Loel boom and come out for the nom- 
ination either of State Superintendent 
of Insurance Hotchkiss or of Superin- 
tendent of Banks Williams.

MA, SHAN REVIEWS 
CAMPAIGN THUS FA 
AGAINST REND FILMS 


General Secretary William Shaw of 
the United Soeiety of Christian En- 
deavor issues today a statement of the 
campaign to date for the suppression of 
the Reno prize fight motion pictures, 
summarizing the large number of re- 
sponses and offers of aid received. 

An enclosure seta forth also that the 
members of the summer institute of the 
Massachusetts Christian Endeavor 
Union, representing 76,000 Christian En- 
deavorers, in their recent session at Sag- 
amore beach, placed themselves in direct 
opposition to the pictures of the fight, 
requested the atithorities of all the cit- 
ies and towns in the state to prohibit 
their production and heartily indorsed 
the work which Secretary Shaw has ac: 
complished, 

The statement refutes the charge made 
by the negro editor of the Guardian 
and others that the movement is due to 
race prejudice, saying that the prelim: 
inary ateps were taken at the Michigan 
dtid Wisconsin state Christian Kndeavor 
conventions, July 1 and &, before the 
event took nlice, although the appeal to 
the Governors of states and to the Kn- 
deavorera of the world was not sent out 
until July 6, 

The statement In part continues as 
followal 

‘Let the work of agitation, organina: 
tion and prohibition go on until there 
shall not be a city or town on the globe, 
no, not even in Nevada, where thie 
brutal, demoraliaing fight can be repro: 
duced, 

The far-reaching importance of this 
movement ia shown by the fact that the 
aindiences in the moving pieture shows In 
New York city aggregate 268,000,000 
yearly, and that the average daily at» 
tendance of children under 16 yeara of 
age ja nearly S000, It le eatimated that 
6,000,000) persona daily patronixe the 
moving picture shows in the United 
States,” 

Under the caption “What Next!" Mr, 


"Romember that there are milliona of 
dollara of posalble profits involved in this 
fight, and there are interest@l parties in 
every city and town who hoped to share 
in these profits, Money is their god, and 
to secure it they would not hesitate at 
the wholesale demoralization of our boys 
and girls. 

“fT have reason to believe that flank 
movements will be started for the pur- 
pose of dividing our forces, Let's keep 
to the straight issue, The prize fight is 
generally outlawed, and realistic repro- 
ductions of the fight must also be out- 
lawed, 

“Keep up the agitation until every 
church and every moral, social, business 
and civic organization has enlisted in the 
campaign. 

“Appoint a vigilance committee to act 
for these organizations and for the pub- 
lic at large. Let this committee secure 
the best legal talent available; in most _ 
cases the ablest lawyers will give their 
services for the good of eo 3 commuity. 

“Be prepared to act on! short notice; 
and, if the local authorities refuse to 
take action, apply to the courts at once 
for an injunction in the interests of 
good morals and public safety. 

“It is a comparatively small minority 
of men in any community that would 
favor the exhibition of the pictures, If 
the men are indifferent, and the author- 
ities will not take action, let the moth- 
ers organize and demand the suppression 
of the pictures, in the name of their 
children. A boycott in such a case 
would be justifiable. 

“Above all, be not weary in well- 
doing. Don’t get tired. Enlist for che 
war. Get out of camp into the fleld, 
and push the fight all along the line.’

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“The Emperor is always most careful 
to avoid wounding the susceptibilities of 
America in regard to Central and South 
American countries. Germany pursues 
solely commercial aims in the . western 
hemisphere and does not dream of coal- 
ing stations there. Germany does not 
meddle in the politics of different coun- 
tries. 

“Kaiser Wilhelm’s letter to President 
Madriz was the customary diplomatic 
acknowledgement of the Emperor’s inti- 
mation that he (Madriz) had assumed 
the office of President. 

“The phrase ‘Great and good friend,’ 
te which umbrage is taken, is invariably 
used by monarchs in writing to pres- 
idents of republics. The letter sent by 
his majesty to President Madriz is al- 
most. identical in wording to the letter 
sent by his majesty to President Gomez 
when the latter became the President of 
the Venezuelan republic. We cannot un- 
derstand this fuss unless it is deliberate- 
ly stirred up for the purpose of creating 
dissension between Germany and the 
United States.” 

It is significant that all the govern- 
ment newspapers under the influence of 
the foreign office received instructions to 
emphasize Germany’s right to main- 
tain any manner of relation she sees 
fit with Central and South American 
governments according to her own 
judgment and without consulting or 
thinking of the United States in the 
matter. 

The Vossische Zeitung, a strong gov- 
ernment organ, in an inspired communi- 
cation, tonight says: 

“Whether or not the United States 
government or any other government 
recognizes or refuses to recognize Presi- 
dent Madriz is a matter of supreme in- 
difference to the German government.” 


~ Washington Says Berlin 
Probably Acted Hastily 


WASHINGTON — Though Germany’s 
seeming repudiation of the Monroe doc- 
trine is looked upon here this afternoon 
as a matter of the utmost moment, it 
is believed that the German foreign office 
acted either hastily or eagerly in issuing 
its statement regarding the Madriz let- 
ter. 

It was pointed out by the state de- 
partment that officially the Kaiser’s let- 
ter to Senor Madriz had been simply 
regarded as a formal communication and 
not in the light of an attempt on the 
part of Germany to invade the diplo- 
matic feld of the United States in Cen- 
tral America. 

Germany’s declaration that she does 
not regard the United States as being 
entitled to any special function of super- 
vision over Central American and South 
American affairs is certain to attract 
most careful official consideration.

T. Woods, in Buffalo early today, 


WAYOR FITZGERALD 
TODAY STANDS FIRM 
FOR BARRING AUTOS 


Mayor Fitzgerald today said, in regard 


to the opposition of many automobile 


owners and dealers in the city to the new 
regulations proposed by the park com: 


missioners, excluding automobiles from 
many of the most important thorough- 
fares in the city that he felt keenly 
any inconvenience that this might cause 
to automobilists, but that no other at- 
titude would be justified under the cir- 
cumstances. He denied, however, the 
action taken by the park commissioners 
was due to preasure from the mayor’s of- 
fice. He said that ne had had no con. 
ference lately with the commiasioners 
relative to the closing up of the roads. 

When the measure was first considered 
he said he consulted several members of 
the board on the matter and every 
one had expressed himself thoroughly in 
favor of his attitude. The mayor be- 
lieved that if the state did not- permit 
Boston to get a proper proportion of the 
automobile license fees, the city should 
take some measures in her own behalf. 

J. H. MacAlman, president of the Auto- 
mobile Dealers Association, declared that 
if the mayor attempted by his influence 
to put into effect any such regulation ex- 
cluding automobiles from important high< 
ways of the city, the automobile dealers 
and owners would make an energetic 
campaign against him. 

Chester I. Campbell of the same asso. 
ciation said that there was no doubt some 
decisive action would be taken by the 
association and by automobile owners in 
general. 

E. J. Wall. assistant of 
Thomas B. Jeffrey & declared 
the proposed exclusion of automobiles 
an injustice. “There should be a larve 
representation at the hearing before the 
highway commission, July 27,” he said, 
“to protest against this action.” 

Manager FE. D. Dodge, of the Dodge 
Motor Vehicle Company, thought that 
the new regulations by the Boston com- 
missioners a very serious matter. In his 
opinion a large number of dealers and 
sure to appear at the 
hearing before the state commissioners 
to make a vigorous protest.

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E work of the United tates reclama- 

tion service in opening millions of 
acres of arid lands for irrigation and 
settlement is at present the most promi- 
nent feature of conservation in this coun- 
try, The service, through its rangers, 
is carrying on scores of projects with 
the idea of opening new land for the set- 


tler and of retaining and building up the: 


efficiency of both new and old, 

In southern California, especially, the 
preservation of the old forests and the 
growth of new ones is the leading con- 
sideration. Here the rainfall varies from 
20 inches to aix inches, and falls as low 
as four inches in the low Sierras. In the 
deserts the rains como in short spells 
in the Winter and again in the summer, 
In the low Sierras there is seldom rain 
except in the four winter months, A 
large percentage of water flows off the 
surface; much of it evaporates; the rest 
sonks in atid becomes valuable ground 
water, The service is trying to Increase 
the ground water by building up the 
forests, At present the land below the 
BO0U-foot level is a semi-desert, which 
Mipports pinon, digger pine, juniper, 
live oak, buckeye, ehapparal and sage,

Ranchers and minera who have an equal 
‘interest are the best fire fighters, As 
soon as a fire is started by campers or 
locomotives, it makes short work of the

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MEXICO TO CONVERT LOAN. 


MENICO CITY--The financial agent 
of Mexico in London has signed a con- 
tract by goons loan of €2,.200,000 
(about 811,000,000) will be issued for 
the conversion of the per cents of 1899, 
the amount of whieh was £22,700,000, 
The new loan will earry only 4 per cent

ERE is @ scene in the woods of 

Washington, which appears to be a 
forest primeval indeed; and here are “the 
murmuring pines and the hemlocks.” 
The cut shows the clean, well-kept look 
of such tall forests, which shut the sun. 
light po much from the earth that the 
tangle of underbrush of other woods can- 
not grow here. The carpet of needles 
under pines is often as smooth and clear 
of any rubbish as if tended by humian 
hands. 

These trees are white pine, the tree 
that abounds in the forests of Oanada 
and the region of the Great lakes. This 
tree is more largely made into lumber 
than any other American tree, for it is 
soft and workable and abundant, clean 
fibered and smooth. It grows as high as 
160 feet. 

Such a scene as this must have 
prompted Bryant’s “Forest Hymn,” 
though the effects of long drawn aisles 
in a pine forest have not so much the 
arch form as other trees.

On one occasion the 
which actually measured 25 miles along 
the channel, while within a distance of 
15Q miles were three more growths ag- 
gregating no less than 60 miles. A, fleet 
of vessels especially equipped and a 
large force of men worked for nearly 
six months before an opening large 
enough for the ‘smallest river steamer 
could be made. We read: “In study- 
ing the growth the investigators have 
found that it is more rapid under certain 
conditions. For example, it spreads very 
rapidly after an unusually extensive 
flood in the upper rivers, which carry 
down such an amount of sediment and 
vegetation, while when the rainy sea- 
son is short the growth is cltecked con- 
siderably, and the current in the upper 
river is usually strong enough to carry 
out the young vegetation before it be- 
comes dense enough to be able to resist 
the action of the water. 

“Since the obstruction of the Nile has 
such a serious effect in interrupting the 
transportation between upper and lower 
Egypt, and in cutting off what is really 
a route between Cairo and Mombasa, the 
Egyptian government has built a fleet 
of steatners and barges especially con- 
atructed for removing the sudd, and re- 
tains a large force of men in removing 
and destroying the vegetation, These 
vessels are stationed at different points 


on the upper Nile, so that they may)

reach an obstruction without delay, 
“In clearing the river channel of sudd 
the engineers have devised several 
schemes, The top growth frequently be- 
comes so dry that thay can burn it over 
like #o much grass, This removes much 
of the weight of tha plants, but they 
are so matted together that saws are 
actually used to separate the growth, as 
it enannot be removed in any other way,

This is 
done by ‘sounding’ through the sudd with 
long poles. The average depth of water 


in the sudd may be only a few feet, but) 
ia reached | 


when the actual river bed 
this suddenly increases to a depth of 
15, 18 or 20 feet. Having found the real 
river bed, the first thing to do is to cut 
down or burn the top-growth, consisting 
mainly of papyrus, 


the saws are then made through the sudd 


dividing it into blocks of a convenient 


size for the ateamer to tear out, the size 
of these blocks depending, of course, or 
the consistency of the sudd and the power 
of the steamer. 

“Strange as it may seem, the sudd 
interferes but little with the flow of the 
river, and the Nile passes under it with 
but little resistance. Thia is because 
the growth is principally near or on 
the surface. Aas the river is over a mile 
wide jn some places, and the deep chan- 
nel may be only 100 feet, it ia often 
hard to tef where to find the channel 
to clear it, as all of the water may be 
hidden.

WHILE in the discharge of his sworn duty, 
in the vicinity: of Chelsea and Medford 
streets, Charlestown, on Sunday afternoon, 
Police Officer Dennis Leary found it neces- 
sary to draw his revolver and shoot William 
F. Deegan, Robert J. Verner and John And- 
erson. The first has since passed on. Regret 
over this affair among right thinking people 
will haye its source mainly in the fact that in 
a community as advanced as Boston in all 
that makes for civilization the necessity should have arisen for such 
an extreme method of maintaining the peace as that forced upon 
the officer. If the facts have been correctly stated by eye-witnesses 
as well as by the officer, the latter was driven, both by a proper 
sense of his obligation to the public and in self-protection, to use 
his weapon, 

This newspaper is convinced that it voices the sentiment of 
law-respecting citizens among all classes when it protests against 
the effort heing put forward now to lay the blame for the unfortunate 
occurrence primarily upon the servant of the law. Deplorable though 
1; may be, the fact remains that in this instance the contest was 
one between order and disorder, between law and_ lawlessness. 
sympathy for the individual who lifts his hand against the law 
and who is forced to take the consequences will be restrained by 
those who are not of a morbid temperament for the good of the 
conmunity. Amid a population so cosmopolitan and so mixed as 
are many neighborhoods in this city, the dignity of the law must 
be vigorously asserted and maintained when needs be by the repre- 
sentative of the law, who is most commonly the policeman on the 
beat, and who, as a rule, performs his duty faithfully and fearlessly. 

Policemen ordinarily use great discretion in trying situations. 
They are expected and ordered to be wise and merciful in the use 
of force. But the lone officer, beset by odds, is lawfully armed 
with weapons with which he is expected to prevent the law's repre- 
sentative from being overwhelmed. 

Disorder, lawlessness, crime, cannot be excused or palliated. 
very man in this city who values his life, his property, his family, 
and Ins personal comfort is deeply interested in seeing that a police- 
nan who courageously stands between him and the vicious and the 
criminal shall not be cried down unjustly.

in Boston 
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Topay a committee of the chamber of 
commerce, with the Governor of Massachu- 
setts and the mayor of Boston as_ special 
guests, will make a tour of the waterfront 
of this city with the view of inquiring into 
the condition and needs of the harbor. This 
inspection could hardly be more opportune. 
New York has just completed her great 
Chelsea dock system, Liverpool is about to 


inaugurate a more extensive system of dock 
improvement and expansion than any she has entered upon up to 
this time: two of the largest Atlantic liners ever launched are near- 
ing completion in Belfast; contracts are being made for still larger 
ones in Great Britain, and two Cunarders of greater size than have 
heretofore entered or sailed from this port are to be put into com- 
nussion soon between Liverpool and Boston. The time, in brief, is 
favorable, because the entire transatlantic service is undergoing a 
change, and one of the most important that has occurred in the 
history of steam navigation. 

This is due in a large measure to the invention and general 
adoption of the turbine engine. Vessels of greater draught and 
capacity than ever before will soon be seeking dockage. It will be 
simply impossible for the great ocean-going passenger vessels of the 
near future to find berths in the docks of this period. There is 
scarcely another reason why Boston should not have now a much 
greater shipping trade than that she has not been, and is not, prepared 
as she should be to invite and to receive it. The inspection which is 
being made today wi]l doubtless show clearly enough where this city 
is at fault in the matter of affording proper facilities to shipping. 
Having discovered the seat of the trouble, the next step will be to 
remedy the defect, and it 1s right here that the business sentiment 
of the conmmunity should assert itself in no uncertain tones or terms. 

It is not alone the transatlantic trade that Boston should seek 
to attract and to hold but a fair share of the ocean trade of the world 
at large. Nature has been more than kind to this port, but in these 
days of sharp and incessant competition nature. must be backed by 
private and public enterprise, in neither of which is Boston lacking. 
All that is necessary is that the business energy of the city shall be 
enlisted for its harbor. 


THERE are as our guests in America for the 
moment his highness the Gaeckwar of 
Baroda, his wife, the Maharanee, and their 
children.

American manners far re- 

moved from the universal courtesy of her 
own country. We can well believe it, but we are very sorry that her 
highness could make this observation with so much accuracy. Per- 
haps, having refused to learn good manners of the testern continent, 
we may consent to hear about them from a great lady that was born 
in a country that was of great age before America was seriously 
contemplated. 

It is a nice question, and one in fact that needs a broad and 
judicial treatment, whether American manners are merely bad or 
ympossible. Perhaps we can all agree that they are simply very bad, 
and perhaps nowhere does this fact more blazon itself than in the 
deporument of American children toward their elders. If we 
recognize this fact, we can readily understand how they grow up to 
be such discourteous men and women, to submit in turn to fresh 
discourtesy from those vounger than themselves. Thackeray has 
profoundly written, “.\ boy, is an ass at twenty-one.” It is not any 
particular fault of his; he merely suffers from lack of information 
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and training, and in ten or twenty years learns better. But it is a 
pity that he cannot begin a trifle earlier, say at five or six, for we 
are sure that however painful his youthful struggles he would in 
time positively like to regard the rights and comforts of others. 

In the East, the relation of parent and children, old people and 
young, is one of grave respect and tender affection. We know what 
it was among the Jews of the Old Testament; we know what 
ii was among the Jews and Hellenized Hebrews of the New 
Testament. What it was then, it is now over a great part 
of the eastern world. The oriental does not believe that he 
that has seen two things is as fit to speak as he that 
has seen two thousand; he reasons that a man has had more ex- 
perience than a child, therefore his views are entitled to a hearing 
because they are more valuable. We, on the contrary, give an 
equal hearing to both in conversation, with the advantages slightly 
in favor of the inexperienced, doubtless upon the theory that like 
Artemus Ward's kangaroo, he is an “amoosin’ little cuss.” It may 
be hazarded that he is more “amoosin’” to his immediate family 
than to the stranger that for the moment cannot extricate himself 
from their gates. Bad manners in children means always that they 
are not subjected to discipline; those who are not disciplined are 
lacking in respect, and he that cannot learn respect learns nothing. 
This is an age when an oriental race whose personal manners are 
based on a code of grave and formal respect between each other, 
and that shows its parents the most scrupulous deference, has learned 
to such good purpose that it has changed the politics of the world. 
Perhaps our youth will interrupt itself to profit by the example. 


WHETHER the bankers of the country are 
becoming reconciled to the postal savings | 
system because, on second thought, they be- 
lieve it will lead to the establishment of a 
central institution of issue on ordinary bank- 
ing collateral, or because, on second thought, 
the government savings banks will serve to 
draw millions of money out of hoarding 
places and put in into active circulation, 1s 
not positively known. What is positively 
known 1s that the antagonism to the postal savings banks is not 
nearly so pronounced as it was before the law was enacted. 

There appears now to be a disposition among the leading bank- 
ers in all communities to remove all obstacles likely to come in the 
way of the operation of the system, and an increasing number of 
banks daily are asking to be designated as depositories under the act. 
{t is quite probable that the postal savings banks will be held aloof 
from any such delicate and dangerous proposition as the establish- 
ment of a central bank—delicate because it was only upon assurances 
that no such scheme would be broached in connection with postal 
savings that the postal savings bank bill was passed, and dangerous 
because agitation of the central bank idea in connection with the 
postal savings bank might easily, under a change of administration, 
lead to the repeal of the law creating the systein before it had been 
given a fair trial. 

Friends of postal savings banks everywhere should discourage 
all tendencies toward “entangling alliances.” The postal savings 
banks should rest and be tested thoroughly upon their own merits.

THE question of language is one which has 
given trouble since the days of Babel. In | 
a way it is either the cause or the excuse 
for many of the difficulties of modern polt- 
tics. It has played a considerable part in 
Irish agitation, it has been a constant source 
of irritation between the two halves of the 
dual empire, it has been prominent in the 
dissensions in South Africa, and now it has 
loomed into sudden prominence as a factor 
in the proposed settlement of Alsace-Lorraine. As in Austro- 
Hungary, the immediate cause of the difficulty is the army. In each 
case the “predominant partner’ insists on the use of his own language 
in military organization. In each the second partner strenuously re- 
sists the pressure; indeed, the chauvinistic spirit in Germany is so 
strong that it has been seriously maintained that the recruits of the 
Alsace-Lorraine division of the German army should insist on their 
parents writing to them in German instead of French. In the turn- 
ing of the world’s wheels the thing may ‘seem of little import, but it 
indicates that the question of the “lost provinces” is still very far 
from being settled. ; 

In France, though forty vears have deadened some of the 
original despair which followed the sacrifice of the provinces, the 
country 1s anything but reconciled to the loss. If the feeling is so 
strong there, it is not difficult to understand how real it must be 
among the inhabitants of the “lost provinces,” who have, during 
all those years, dwelt under what to them is an alien flag. 

It is some 230 years since the city of Strasburg, in which the 
“Marseillaise” was one day to be composed, was surrendered to the 
Grand Monarque, and from that day until the German troops oc- 
cupied it in the autumn of 1870, no province of the French empire 
produced more typical or devoted citizens than Alsace-Lorraine. It 
is perfectly true that in recovering these provinces Germany was re- 
capturing provinces which were German in almost everything but 
sentiment. Sentiment, however, counts for much in dealing with 
men and women, and it 1s an open question whether the statesman- 
ship of Bismarck was not better examplified in refusing to dismem- 
ber Austria after Sadowa than it was in insisting in dismembering 
France after Sedan. The milliardes, the payment of which was 
intended to prevent Irance from being in a position to take “‘la 
revanche, were paid years ago, and have been forgotten. Any one 
who crosses today the Place de la Concorde, round which are seated 
“the cities of France on their thrones,” cannot avonl observing the 
black wreaths with which the statue of Strasburg its enveloped, even 
after forty years. lorty years, though it may be a long span in the 
life of an individual, is a brief period in the history of a nation. The 
consequence 1s that Alsace-Lorraine stands today almost as much a 
barrier as ever in the path of the restoration of cordial relations 
between France and Germany. The petition of the inhabitants of 
the provinces to be incorporated in the German empire as a state on 
an equal footing with Bavaria and Saxony may, if it is carried out, 
be the beginning of a new and better feeling among all concerned. 
Permitted to govern itself in this way, the old feeling of restlessness 
and regret may gently die away, and a new era may begin.

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THERE is a rumor, which we trust is noth- 
ing more than one of those reports so 
quickly born and quickly evanescent, that at 
the encampment of state troops of Alabama 
next week an officer will pick a body of men 
who will volunteer for “duty” in Nicaragua. 
It is reported further that these men will be 
used to bring to an end the fighting between 
Madriz and Estrada. - In view of the fact | 
that the United States established a prece- 
dent at the Geneva arbitration court, that could easily be applied to 
a case like the one reported, it brings before us yery clearly one of 
our duties as a nation to the governments to the south of us. 

It will be remembered that in the case of the Alabama claims the 
United States by counsel contended that inasmuch asa certain

‘privateer or privateers were equipped and manned in English ports 


and sent thence to prey on American commerce, and as notice was 
brought home to the English government of the premises and a <le- 
mand made on it that such unlawful craft be restrained from 
clearing at English ports, then on that account the English govern- 
ment was responsible for the damages sustained by American com- 
merce. The court of arbitration took this view and awarded 
damages to shipowners and parties interested, which the English 
government honorably paid. We by no means contend that the case 
of a vessel bearing letters of marque against one country s com- 
merce issued by a second and fitted out in the ports of a third 
supposed to be neutral is, on all fours technically with that of some 
hundreds of men volunteering but raised for service against a 
friendly government, within the jurisdiction of a state of this Union. 
ut our moral responsibility in the case bears a curious resemblance 
to what all good Americans have always affirmed was that of Great 
Britain in the case of the famous privateer. 

As a nation, in the matter of our political institutions, and in the 
wars of 1776, 1812 and 1861, we have solemnly declared against the 
doctrine of “force majeure,”’ as being opposed to that theory of 
equality which we assume to be the right one and of which we know 
very little. Yet ina case like that of Nicaragua, what facts and what 
inferences present themselves to us? One inference, not gratifying 
to our vanity but pretty strong, is that were Nicaragua a power of 
the strength of the Argentine or Brazil we should see the martial 
ardor of these gentlemen quenched without much loss of time. They 


are moved by no love of freedom or desire that the palladium of , 


Nicaraguan liberty remain unshattered; they have not enough 1n- 
telligence to see that one brutality added to another brutality makes 
two brutalities; they simply see a government so weak and so much 
torn by intestine warfare that they can go there and disport them- 
selves without fear of that official, troublesome even in Alabama, 
the sheriff. 

There is in the Latin temperament, even in the old countries like 
Italy and France, something that is peculiarly irritating to the man 
not of the Latin stock. In some of the republics to the south of the 
United States this fact is unfortunately too often developed to the 
profit neither of the South nor North American, and it 1s unques- 
tionable that we let it interfere with our duty to take an impartial 
view. These republics started their political career much more 
handicapped than we have ever been; they had laid on them the 
leaden hand of Spain and an ecclesiastical system that was the foe 
of all enlightenment in South America. The prey of one adventurer 
after another, with finances mismanaged and wasted, and often with 
very great physical difficulties in the way of what we deem the com- 
monest means of communication, they have nevertheless struggled 
toward better conditions in government and commerce. [ven in the 
most disturbed states the tendency is forward rather than backward, 
while in those that have had tranquillity the progress in many cases 
has been magnificent. It is not to be denied that in Nicaragua, as in 
other South American governments, there is a lawlessness and bar- 
barity that are sorely trying to the patience, but how are these to be 
cured by others’ acts that are in their turn unlawful? 

Our duty to South America is to furnish such an example of 
self-respect and respect for law as our brothers to the southward 
cannot disregard. The interference of American adventurers in the 
politics of the South American republics is one of the most short- 
sighted and selfish acts of officiousness on the part of men whose 
activities are seldom profitable. They do no good of any sort to 
anybody and constantly present to our state department problems 
that when they are not delicate are ridiculous. 

There have been of late persistent rumors that among some of 
the South American governments there has been talk of a conven- 
tion as against the United States. Weare in no position to confirm or 
deny this. but the mere existence of such a scheme shows what a bad 
effect unofficial acts such as this rumored in Alabama must have on 
peoples that today are prone to look at us with not particularly 
friendly eves. The feeling of every South American government for 
the United States and their people ought to be one of great friend- 
ship and confidence. This feeling can be nourished by our govern- 
ment if it makes plain by its acts that it will do all in its power to 
prevent such lawless schemes as the one of which there is a report.

place where the law may be broken by every adventurer that wants 


a little excitement, but as the potential seat of a firm and prosperous- / 


government, whose friendship im the future for the United States 
will be distinguished by its knowledge that when it was young, weak 
and wayward, they treated it with patience and justice.
